This notification shall come into force on and from the 1st 
of February 1956. 
SCHEDULE OF REVISED MINIMUM WAGES FOR THE 

MANUFACTURE OF COIR 
1. HEAD LOAD TRANSPORT OF HUSKS: 

For head load transport of husks from or to the retting 
pit : Re. 0-14-0 per thousand for a distance of one furlong or 
less . Where the distance is more, the worker will be entitled 
to claim higher rates . But this rate is applicable to coir 
workers only and not to workers engaged in transporting husks 
at the collecting or distributing centres. 
2. COUNTING : 
( a ) Raw husks 

Re. 0-6-0 per 1000 
( b ) Retted husks 

Re. 0-8-0 per 1000 
3. RETTING : 
( a ) Putting husks into pits : Rs. 1-12-0 per thousand . But 

where additional labour is involved such as in digging 
new pits or renovating old ones special rates shall be 

paid . 
(b ) Taking the retted husks out of the pits: Rs. 1-12-0 per 

thousand. 
4. BEATING HUSKS: 

Rs. 1-2-0 per hundred fully retted , busks (when the husks 
are not properly "retted the workers will be entitled to claim 
higher wages). 
5. CLEANING : 
(a ) Cleaning fibre with the help of Pitchu Vandi or Similar 

mechanical contrivances ( This does not apply to 
power driven machinery) . 
(i) For Anjengo yarn : Re. 0-8-0 per vandi or ratt. 
( ii) For Mangadan , Aratory, Vaikom , Ashtamudi thin 

and similar types of yarn : Re. 0-7-0 per hundred 

husks.

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(iii) For other coarse yarns which require only rough 

cleaning e.g., Parur Vannan , M. R. Yarn , Ashta 

mudi thick, etc. Re. 0-4-0 per hundred husks. 
(b ) For cleaning fibre by hand without the help of any 

mechanical contrivance , the rates shall be Re. 0-2-0 
more than the rates fixed for cleaning with the help 

of mechanical contrivances . 
6. SPINNING : 

The rate fixed for spinning coir yarns is related to the work 
turned out. The workload is fixed in terms of the runnage 
covered by the spinner . By " runnage" is meant the length of 
the spinning yard multiplied by the number of vallies made. 
For this purpose, the length of the spinning yard should be 
taken to be the distance from hook to hook . Where the actual 
length of the spinning yard for any variety of coir is different 
from the standard length on the basis of which the runnage is 
fixed the number of vallies ,which will constitute the workload 
may be arrived at by dividing the total runnage by the length 
of the spinning yard . 
1. The rate for Spinning coir yarns shall be Rs. 2-8-0 for the 
workloads specified below of which Re. 1-0-0 shall be given to 
each of the two spinners and Re. 0-8-0 for rotating the wheel. 
Where the spinners do the rotating also the whole amount shall 
be divided between them .

7. BUNDLING : 

Re. 0-2-6 per bundle for office quality bundle of one maund . 
Where the bundling has to be done more artistically and with 
greater care as in Rosewall and Charuval, special rates will 
have to be paid in accordance with the extra effort and time 
required. 
N.B. 1. The term "husk " as used in the above schedule refers 

to the husk obtained from one cocoanut . 
2. Special rates shall be paid for spinning superior types 

of yarn such as Vettoor Special, Aroor Special etc., 

for which the scorage is 16 and above. 
3. For making varieties of coir not comprised in the 

above schedule such piece rates shall be paid which 
will enable an average worker working for 8 hours 
a day to earn Rs. 1-8-0 in the case of men workers and 
Re. 1-0-0 in the case of women .

While the above dispute was pending, the Secretary of 
Motor and Engineering Workers Union , Ernakulam filed a 
petition on 6-10-1955 with a prayer that issues Nos. 6 , 10 and 11 
may be decided immediately since the work men involved were 
remaining without work for a long tine and in all probabillty 
the disposal of the whole dispute might take a long period as 
the other issues were of a more comprehensive nature. I have 
heard the parties and decided to take evidence and decide the 
Issues Nos. 6, 10 and 11 earlier because I believe that the dis 
posalof the all issues may cause some delay in the nature of 
the issues and under existing circumstances. The issues to be 
decided are :

he entitled ? 
2. Eventhough , the Union prayed for the decision of the 
issues mentioned above, evidence was adduced only on issue 
No. 6 regarding the dismissal of conductors Sri Gopalan Nair 
and Sri P. K. Puduval of Jai Hind Motor Service . Both parties 
adduced their evidence and Iwill dealwith them . 

3:3 Gopalan Nair . This conductor was dismissed from ser 
vice on 26-6-1954 for unauthorised driving of a bus having 
T.C. C. 702 belonging to Jai Hind Motor Service on 24-6-1954 . 
By driving the bus, itwas dashed against a wall near the shed 
and caused damage to it: - Eventhough it is contended that due 
enquiry was conducted by the management, there is absolutely 
no evidence to prove that any enquiry was conducted at all. 
Hence applying the guiding principles enunciated by the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal in Buckingham and Carnatic Mills Case 
reported in 1951-II -LLJ-314 , the action of the management has 
to be scrutinised . 

4. It is rather strange that neither the Proprietor nor the 
dismissed employee was examined in this case, probably due to 

the fact that main facts of the case was admitted by both parties. 
1. It is admitted that the conductor drove the bus belonging to the 
management on 246-1954 and dashed against a wall belonging to 
one Sri N.I. Varkie who was examined as W.W5. This is prima 
facie a misconduct because conductors should notdo the duties 
of driver. The conductor had offered his explanation how this 
was happened and Ext. VII explaining the circumstances. Bus 
having T. T. C. 702 had to start from Ernakulam on 24-6-1954 at 
6-56 and when the conductor of the bus came to the shed , he

understood that driver Sri Atchuthan Pillai was notpresent, 
to drive the bus eventhough it was 6-50 A.M. The house of the 
driver was near the shed and hence the conductor who 
possessed a driving license took the bus and started it with 

the idea that he would drive the bus for 5 minutes and call on 
N the driver. While starting the bus, it dasred against a wall and 

some damage was caused . According to Mr. Menon , it was on 
account of the over -anxiety of the conductor not to miss the 
i timings at 6-56 which was rush time for journey , the conductor 
started the bus and it is also admitted that the conductor possess 
ed a driving license . Ww5, the owner of the damaged wall 
has stated that his wall was repaired at the cost of the conductor 
and WW5had no complaint. I do not justify the action of the 
conductor in driving ihe bus but what I feel is that there was 
a mitigating circumstance to exonerate the conductor from the 
capital punishment of dismissal iſ the conductor was given an 
opportunity to explain his conduct. Eventhough it is contended 
that enquiry was corducted , there is absolutely no evidence to 
support the contention. The Union would contend that the 

action of the managernentwas motivated by victimisation and 
= rely on Ext. VI. According to Ext. VI dated 17-5-1954; this 

workman was once dismissed and was reinstated by the inter 
- ference of the Labour Department. Mr. M. P.Menon would 

argue that it was because of this ill-feeling that the conductor 
was dismissed this time. I do not accept the argument. On the 
merits I hold that the action of the management cannot be 
justified because the conductor in his over- anxiety not to miss 
the particular service had unknowingly done an act which had 
not cost any loss to the management. In dismissing such a 
workman , the management was unduly harsh towards hin and 
I hold that the dismissal is unjustifiable and he has to be re 
instated. 

5. Mr. Menon would argue that the conductor should be 
reinstated with back wages. The conductor was dismissed on 
26-6-1954 and he is without work even now . Taking into 
consideration the facts of this case , I award wages to the con 
ductor from the date of reference i. e . 12-4-1955 . Mr. Menon 
would submit that the wages paid to conductor was on the basis 
of trips before minimum wages was fixed. Till the date of 
enforcement of minimum wages notification , the conductor 
should be paid at the rate of Rs. 30 per mensem and afterwards 
as per the notification excluding batta and allowance. OG 

6. P.K. Puduval. He is a conductor employed under the 
samemanagement. This conductor was dismissed on a charge 
that he behaved towards a passenger indecently on 15-7-1954. 
Regarding the samematter, the District Superintendent of Police , 
Trichur took action and the Fass Book No. 50/53 of the con 
ductor was suspended for three months according to R. O.C. 
289 TPR 54 dated 28 12-1954 ( copy of gazette produced ). The 
local police also took astioa on the complaint of the passenger: 

7. The management issued a man to the coalitor. on 
9:7-1951 o. tae allegatioa taat 0.12 puer by anas: Jona 


was insulted by the conductor on 15-7-1951. Ext. VII is the 
show -cause notice. To this, conductor issued Ext. XIreply 
dated 22-5-1954. On 27-7 1954 the managementagain wrote to the 
conductor thathis previous explanation was unsatisfactory and 
asking him to further explain his conduct Ext XII . To this , the 
conductor wrote the reply on 29-7-1954 (Ext. XIII) saying that he 
was innocent. On 5-8-1951, the management asked the conductor 
to be present on 8-8-1954with his evidence to show his innocence 
(Ext. x ). The condu : tor on 7-8-1954 wrote a reply that he 
could not be present on 8-8-1954 as the subject matter was 
before the investigation of the Police and questioning the pro 
cedure of the management and requesting them to reinstate him 
(Ext. Xiv ) . The conductor was dismissed on 12-8-1951. Ext. 
IX dated 17-8-1954 is a letter written by the conductor to the 
Proprietor of Jai Hind Motor Service. Ext. Xy dated 4-9-1954 
is the complaint by the conductor to the Labour Commissioner. 
Ext. XVIII dated 23 10-1951 is from the conductor to District 
Superintendent of Police. Ext. XVI is the notice from the D. S.P. 
to the conductor. 

8. It cannot be said that the management did not offer suffi 
cientopportunity to the conductor. But in this case, t ere is one 
important aspect which has to be noted . On the samealleged 
guilt namely the indecent behaviour of the conductor towards 
a passenger on 15-7-1951, three different agencies took action on 
the conductor. The local Police on the complaint of the passen . 
ger enquired about the matter and amicably settled it and did 
notproceed further in it. The Traffic D. S.P. punished the con 
ductor by suspending the pass book of the conductor as per 
order dated 28-12-1954 . The management dismissed the con 
ductor from service. It is strongly urged by the learned Advocate 
on behalf of the management that themanagementpunished the 
conductor because such behaviour would bring down the re 
putation of the management as the prosperity of the business 
mainly depends upon the good will of the travelling public and 
the Department punished hin for the breach of the provisions 
of Traffic rules. 

9. Hence, I will go into the merits of the question . The 
Union has examined WW2 and WW3 to show that the passenger 
Mr. John was drunk at the time when the altercation of words took 
place on 15-7-1954 in the bus. WW2 is the fireman attached to the 
Mattancherry Police Station and who was travelling in thebus on 
the date and Ww3was the Stenographer of the High Court , Erna 
kulam who was also travelling in the same bus on the date. 
They are respectable men and there is no reason why their testi 
monies could not be disbelieved. From the deposition ofWW2 
and Ww3, I have no hesitation in coming to the conclusion that 
the passenger on whose complaint the conductor was dismissed , 
was at fault and the conductor did not do any indecent act to 
wards the passenger. The management before giving the capital 
punishment could have waited for the decision of the Traffic 
authorities on the matter. I do not believe when the Advocate 
submitted that the management did not know that two other 
authorities had taken congnisence of the samematter. Hence 


the management was not fully jutified in taking the drastic 
action against the conductor. Further , it is against principles 
of natural justice to inflict two punishments for the same offence. 

10. Hence , I hold that the action of the management in dis 
missing the conductor is against principles of natural justice and 
there is some force in the argument of Mr. Menon that the 
management was actuated with ulterior motives. I hold that 
the conductor should be reinstated forthwith . In the peculiar 
circumstances of this case , I do not order back wages because 
this must be a lesson to other conductors as well. The con 
ductors should see that there will not be any complaint from 
passengers. 

11. This award takes effect from the date of publication in 
the Gazette. The conductors will be deemed to be in service 
from this date . The arrears will be paid within two weeks from 
the date of publication . This will be published according to 
Section 17 of the Act.

The complaint filed by Sri V. L. Jacob under Section 33A of 
the Act was regi:tered as Industrial Dispute No. 173of 1955 . 
This work r was working in te workshop belonging to P.S. N. 
Motors . Ltd., and wl.ile so working. he was discharged on 
5-10-1: 54 while Adjudication No. 48 of 1954 was pending.thus 
violating the provisions of Section 3.5 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. The managenient filed objcction denying the allegation. 
The worker was examined as wwl and the management has 
examined 2 witnesses and filed Ext. I to Ext. VI. 

2. The first q123tion to b : coisi lere I is whether there is a 
contravention of the posisija : of Sectioa 33 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act by the management. 
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3. Admittedly the P.S. N.Motor Labour Congress launch 
ed a strike from 18-9-1954 and in pursuance of the reference of 
the dispute under Section 10 of the Act by the Government, the 
workers withdrew the strike and went for work on 30-9-1954 . 
But they did not join work due to certain reasons and the strike 
continued till 3-10-1954 and the workers went for work on 
4-10-1954 . - It is contended by the workers that he also went to 
work on 5-10-1954 but work was refused. Atthe time, Adjudi 
cation No. 48 of 1954 was already referred for adjudication . 
Eventhough the worker has stated in the complaint that he was 
refused work on 5-10-1954 in the deposition as WW1 he has 
deposed that he was allowed to do work on 5-10-1954 and was 
continuing in the employment for 3 weeks continuously , there 
after he was refused employment. In the deposition , he did not 
mention any date on which he was refused employment but 
would say " Dal0o mluvni eno 211.6.jan . GROEN 6. @ good 
"പറഞ്ഞു. അങ്ങനെമൂന്നാഇക്കാ ലം ജോലിചെയ്തു. മൂന്നാമത്തെ ആ ള ത്തെ

Thus, according to his deposition , he was discharged towards 
the last week of October 1954 and does not remember the exact 
date but Ext. III , Ext. III ( A ), Ext. III (B ), and Ext. III (C ) 
would show that he was employed till 20-11-1954. Ext. III series 
are wage-slips issued to the workers by themanagement. Even 
though he would try to deny the signature in Ext. III series, I 
must at once say by comparing his signature available in Court, 
that Ext. III are genuine documents . It is too much to say that 
an established firm like P.S. N. Motors Ltd. , one of the largest 
fleet owner in the State , should think of fabricating documents 
for this small matter. Hence I am convinced that the worker 
was notable to establish a case when he was refused employ 
ment. The management would contend that the worker was a 
casual worker and after having worked till 20-11-1954, he left 
the services of his own accord, thinking that he might not be 
fit for work . Hewas compelled to file the petition under Section 
33A after the award in Industrial Dispute No. 24 of 1955,making 
his attempt to get back work . I have no hesitation in saying that 
the complaint is lacking in bona fides and it is dangerous to 
rely on the deposition of E WW1and act on it. Hence I do not 
think the complainant has establsihed that the management has 
contravened the provisions of Section 33 and hence there is no 
recessity to consider the other questions. I dismiss the petition 
as unsustainable. 

4. I pass this award as specified above and this comes into 
effect from the date of publication under Section 17 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act.
